never believed would-be fotaken,any more than we fancy 
an Emperor can hgjd the Globe of the World,reprefented 
by a Ball, in his Hand, as Piétur’d, or a Man guide the 
Vorld which way he pleated, as if he bad the World in 
a firing, as we Phrate it. The Poet pitched upon this, 
as beft ro exprefs the vat Comprehention he had tn In- 
venting Aftronomy ; he might as well have feigned he 
held it in his Hand, and turn’d it every way to find out 
its Proportions and Harmonick Diftances, and let 
it go again in a String to oblerve its Motions ; as the 
Poet thought of the word ight, and fo fet it imagina- 
rily on his Shoulders, which Fancy was well enough.

An(w. We have formerly Anfwer’d a Queftion very 
near akin to this, to which we referr the Querift, on- 
ly have now a little more to add — In Antwer to the 
firft — How long ’tis fince it came into England ? We An- 
{wer, Tis about one hundred and fix Years, according 
to the beft Account we can get concerning it, Cap- 
tain Richard Greenfield and Sir Francis Drake, not Sir Wal- 
ter Rawleizh, being thofe who firft brought it hither, 
about the Year 1586. 

To the fecond Queftion — Whether it does not moft vi- 
rulently infett the genuine Purity of the Breath ? or, bate. 
ing Fuffian, in plain Englifh, does not make the Breath 
flink ? We mutt reply, Tis e’ne as you dike it: Some 
thiuk it a Notorious Stink, while others will never 
be perfwaded but that ‘tis the beft Smell in the 
World — And for the Querift, we'd advife him to be 
judge by his Miftrefs, and to Jet her Nofe rule his, if 
ere he expects his Lips fhould be acquainted with 
hers. 

To the third — Whether ’tis not in{alubrious if immo- 
derately ufed ? — We reply in the Athrmative — and fo 
is Phlebotomy, and every thing elle. But befides what 
we have here added, well throw in a Jittle Story to 
make out Meafure — When the Chriftians firft difco- 
vered America, the Devil began to be afraid of lofing his 
hold there among the poor People, tho’ by Chriftianity 
apearing among ‘em, ( tho’ he was more afraid than 
burt, as the Event made appear ) and as Mr. Dryden 
excellently expreffes it in his Conqueft of Mexico: He 
told fome ot his Acquaintance among the Indians, that 
he had found a way to be reveng’d upon the Chri- 
fiizns for beating up his Quarters, for he'd teach ‘em 
Tobacco, which when once they had tafted, they fhould 
be perpetual Slaves to it, and never be able to leave it : 
Which was too true as to a great many Smoaxers, tho’ 
there are fome who have uled it this feven Tears, and 
yet can as indifferently as ever, either take or forbear 
it. 

Queft. 15. Your Opinion is defired of that Paffage in Jo- 
tham's Parable, Judg. 9. 13. Should I leave my Wine, 
which cheareth God and Aan ? 


Anfw. It either relates to Princes. and great Men, who 
are frequently enough call’d Gods in the Scripture, ang 
then the fence is no more thas) — Wine refrefhes both (mat 
andgreat, or ali forts of Men. elie it reters to Sacrifices 
in fome of which Wine was offered to God, and is taid’ 
after the manner of Men, and in Condefcention to our 
Conception and Capacity, to chear the Heart of God, by 
which no more is meant than to be acceptable to him 
~—— And what if we fhould yet add a third Inverprezs. 
tion, which fome may think as probable as eitter : Ve 
know that which is Dedicated to God’s Service is faid 
to be Dedicated to God; that which is doneto his Ser. 
vants, to be done to him; thofe Offerings which were 
under the Old Law, brought to the Prieft, and defign’d 
for his Ufe, are faid to be brought to Ged — And to the 
Priefé among other things, Wine was prefented, whole 
Heart being thereby moderately cheer’d and refrefbr, we 
know not but in a Parabolical way of Expreffion, as 
this is here, the Heart of God may be faid to be {o 
Nor will this feem fo ftrange, it we confider what ovr 
Saviour fays of thofe who fed the Hungry, 25 St. Afztt)). 
Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of the leaft of thefe my 
Brethren, you did it unto me. And either of thete Inter- 
pretations will agree well enough with the Scope o the 
place, the Style of the Scriptures and Analogy ot Faith 
nor is there any neceflity of knowing, or precifely de. 
términing which is the right, it being no Afatter of 
Faith, any further than as ‘tis inferted in the Sacred 
Writings.
